Transit TIF Approved by City Council for Red Line Extension Project 


A new Transit Tax Increment Financing (TIF) district approved by City Council on December 14, 2022, will 
provide up to $959 million in local funds for eligible costs involving RLE construction and administration. 


“The Red Line Extension will be one of the single biggest investments on the Far South Side in decades,” 
CTA President Dorval R. Carter, Jr. said. “At CTA, we are dedicated to community involvement when 


it comes to our projects and always want to hear the voices of Chicago residents. RLE has been a 


community-input-driven project from the start, and members of the surrounding communities will remain 
vital in helping shape this project and its path forward.” 


The creation of the Transit TIF allows CTA to leverage up to $2.2 billion in Federal Transit Administration 
funding — or roughly 60% of the total project costs. The project has already received $30 million through 
the U.S. Department of Transportation, and the CTA is pursuing additional federal, state, county, and 
Regional Transportation Authority financial support. 

With the Transit TIF approved, plus the anticipated allocation of $350 million from the Biden 


Administration’s FY2024 Budget — the CTA is now positioned to seek entry into the next phase of the 
federal New Starts program, which is Engineering, and is also on schedule to pursue a Full Funding 
Grant Agreement in 2024. 


The RLE project team is thankful to the countless community members, organizations, and elected 
officials who have advocated for this project over the years, without whom we would not have achieved 


this significant project milestone. While the efforts to secure the Transit TIF have concluded, the work 
continues. The CTA appreciates your support of the RLE Project.

customer favorites such as pancakes, French toast, and the 
famous “John Wayne” and “Roy Rogers” steak dinners!
